"The commerce of P!ttsbQrgh*~1ast year was 
103,000,(XXX) tons, the largest in the'country. 
Of this 50,000,000 tons were transported by 
water 1.000 mites, at a cost of eighty (80) 
cents per ton, and 1X5 miles by railway at a 
coat iif ninety (OOl cents per ton. Iron ore is 
brought up the Great Lakes 1,()()0 miles for 
eighty (Sdi cents por ton and to carry the \Xi 
miles remaining by rail costs ninety I'JiM cents 
per ton.

Water transportation, under well-governed con- 
ditione, averages six times cheaper than rail." 

A mora eomplato epitome of tbe advantages 
of water traaaportatioa faeilitioB, a mora abso- 
lutely convincing object lesson could not have 
been given, and the merchant, the miner, the 
farmer, the manufacturer and the consumer in 
tbe Ohio Valley will not fail to approoiato it 

But, to bring alMt tlUt moot deaired of all 
consummittions a permanently navi^;able Ohio 
fronKl'ittsburgb to Cairo, all interests in the 
Ohio Valley must be ready to fortify tbe desire 
with f acU. So poraistoat hava hooa tho offoru 
on behalf of tho improvonont of tho Ohio by 
the Ohio Valley iVprnvement Association, on 
tbe part of tbe press of the valley cities and 
towns and on tbe part of tbe variooa hitoroata 
dependent ao largely on tho Ohio as a means of 
transportation, that the Board of Engineers, 
I ni'ii'd States .Army, staunch friends of the 
groat work, has made a requoat for statistics 
of tho touago of tho Ohio for tho purpose of 
illuatratiag the enormous advantages eortaia to 
come from tbe improvement of the Ohio to.tho 
interents of the valley in the first instance aad 
to the interests of tbe entire country ultiaatoly.

with the request. Tonnage at Pittsburgh is 
more easily obtainable than from other cities 
aad towaa ia tha TaUay,aBd tho'eaao ia similar 
at LoMafflto, whora tha ataaaara plying tbe 
Ohio make use of tbe Portland Canal, than it is 
at the majority of cities and towns. In them 
dependence must be placed largely upon tbe 
public apirit of tha OMrehaat aad tha Baau- 
f aetoror, tho ain^ and the luahoraaa to whom 
tha request is especially addressed. 

Wo urge upon all intereata promptly to com- 
ply with tha roqoaot for atatlitiea of tonnage 
in which thay are intorostod or of which thoy 
have direct kaowledgo. On tbe tonnage of tho 
river largely depends the appropriations for its 
improvoaoat aad the speed with which the work 
will bo proaoentod. To that oad we atrongly 
urge upon the manufacturing, mining, industrial 
and commercial interests of our city and com- 
munity a prompt and complete response to the 
reqaaat for atotiatica of thoir toaaaga on the 
Ohio rirar. 

The conditions which Kranilin saw .md .ip- 
predated with reference to carriage by land and 
carriage by water, and which Congressman 
Ransdell so graphically, yet eomprebenaively, 
described at St. Loula, ought aot to prevail and 
will not prevail when the Ohio river comes to 
be improved to a nino-foot atage, with water 
transportation aaaarod all tho year round.
